Congress  is  studying  ■.*.hat  t  do  about  state  in¬ 
come  taxes  against  out  of  state  firms,  the  legislatures 
of  several  states,  among  them.  Washington,  Idaho  and 
Utah,  have  already  passed  legislation  following  a  recent 
supre.T.e  court  case  urholding  the  right  of  states  to 
apply  taxes.

'Extended  unemplo.vm.en t  ir.surance  benc‘fits  were  passed  in 
California.  These  prolong  benefits  from.  26  to  39  weeks 
during  periods  of  cyclical  and  technologi  "'al  unem.ploy- 
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rrent  defined  as  whenever  it  reaches  6%  of  the  labor 
force.  Benefits  were  likewise  raised  from  $40  per  week 
to  a  maximun;  of  $55. 

TTie  lien  law  amendment  in  California  signed  by  Gover¬ 
nor  Brown  adds  m.ore  confusion  rather  than  solving  the 
problem..  Subcontractors  and  m.aterialm.en  forfeit  lien 
rights  unless  they  give  registered  mall  notice  to  the 
prim.e  contractor  and  owner  at  least  15  days  in  advance 
of  filing  a  lien. 

Another  bill  signed  by  the  governor  requires  local 
agencies,  excluding  cities  and  counties,  to  comply  with 
the  building  and  zoning  ordinances  of  the  city  or  coun¬ 
ty  in  which  they  are  located.  This  covers  sewage  dis¬ 
tricts,  etc.  However,  schools  are  exem.pted  and  the 
Division  of  Architecture  can  delegate  inspection  of 
schools  to  any  city  or  county  which  has  an  adequate 
inspection  program.  It  is  not  m.andatory. 


Electrical  contractors  in  the  Inland  Empire  are  conducting 
a  drive  on  electric  heat  under  the  auspices  of  the  In¬ 
land  Emrire  Electrical  League.
